Sau nders is firmly of the belief that 
j the proposal to install a single u nit, 
at a cost of perhaps $15,000, wou ld 
I** a mistake, as a breakdown might 
mean that the system wou ld be with­ 
ou t cu rrent for days or even weeks, 
I u ntil repairs cou ld be 
made. 
The 
* only means of obviating this, he says, 
is e ither to install twin machines and 
operate them alternately, or to make 
a contract and maintain a connection 
with a private m anu factu ring 
con­ 
cern to fu rnish cu rrent, shou ld the 
city generating system fail 
at 
any 
, time. 
His objection to the latter plan is 
that the cost of maintaining su ch a 
'co n tract wou ld probably be excessive. 
Relative to the commercial lighting 
proposition, he advocates the instal­ 
lation of 125-kilowatt generators, so 
that a t least 50 kilowatts wou ld t** 
available to seJl to private consu mers 
for light or power, providing a con­ 
siderable income to liqu idate the in­ 
creased c*ost of first installation.

j thinks su ch a 
dou ble 
installation 
j cou ld be made for less than $30,000, In 
I addition to the pu mping station a lit­ 
tle larger than that necessary for a 
| single u nit.

ABOLI8H THE WAR TAX. 
A ieadlhg editorial in th«* Cincinnati 
Enquirer reads, in part, as follow«: 
"It 
an administration blunder, 
a political error, a national mistake 
to have placed a war tax upon the 


eountrjr. 
"It would have been better to have 
revised the tariff and to have acccpi 
«d 
broadly 
and 
courageously 
the 
changed condition* as ground for the 


new revision 
,-The Enquirer advised that course 


last August and September, but the 
advice was not heeded, the war tax 
was voted by the congress, the people 
were filled with resentment and vott'd 
«¡rainst the administration In Novem­ 


ber. 
"Every month that war tax remains 
will Increase the discontent 
of the 
people. 
‘Every month the government rove 
nues are exceeded by the expendi­ 
tures 
the 
administration 
will 
be 
charged as responsible for the deficit 
and held up in condemnation by its 
political opponents. 
"They can chauge these conditions 
by revising the revised tariff so as 
to product» all the revenue which the 
government shall require and by abol 
ishlng the obnoxious war tux " 


Should the senate concur in the 
action of the house by approving the 
Hoy bill, the people of Ohio would 
wake up some tine morning to find on 
the statute books a stringent law- 
relating to the practice of medicine. 
The Hoy bill virtually makes a code 
of ethics for those who practice thu 
broad science of medicine und sur 
gery. 
Its prime purpose is to drive 
to cover the horde» of so culled un­ 
professional practitioners who adver­ 
tise cures for generally believed iu 
curable diseases; who charge fees it 
proportion to the supposed size of 
the pot lent« pocketbook; who go into
